THINKS HE CAN TAKE THE

partment and Experiments 


Will Be Made. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Assistant 
‘Secretary of Agriculture Dr. B. T. Gal- 
loway has received a Jetter from a cor- 
respondent who claims to be “the guy 
that can take the crow out of the 
rooster.” Dr. Galloway was so re- 
joiced at the receipt of the news, in the 
hope that the man’s discovery will even- 
tually put the chicken in every back 
yard, that he asked the Bureau of: Ani- 
mal Industry to experiment at once with 
a view to soft pedaling crowing 
roosters. 
The author of the letter says that, 
by removing one of the vocal cords of 
the rooster, which can be done by a 
ysimple operation, the noise that ‘“‘wakes”’ 
people at the break of day can be 
eliminated without injuring the roost:

“That is not so,’’ replied Wandschnei- 
der. “I have never seen Oje’s work and 
did: not know until this controversy 
arose that there was such a one as you 
mention. I could not have copied.”

Would Oust. One Receiver. 
Press dispatches from New York in- 


dicated that the bankers were getting 


ready to make a determined fight to 
have at least one of the present re- 
céivers ousted, and one of their repre- 
sentatives named to replace him, or to 
have 4 third receiver appointed to rep- 
resent the interests of the bond holders. 

There is only $50,000,000 of Frisco stock 
outstanding, as against a bonded debt of 
approximately $300,000,000. The New York 
Lankers contend that Winchell and West 
are the representatives only of the 
stockholders, represented by the man- 
agement of the road. The bankers re- 
gard the interests of the bondholders 
as far more important, in this crisis in 
the road, than those of the stockhold- 
ers. !

‘Under the teris of its contract of 
purchase the Frisco paid almost $65, 000, - 
000 for the 180,445 shares of common 
stock, and 125,835 shares of preferred 
stock of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad, in addition to its obligation 
to pay nearly $3,000,000 a year in divi- 
Gends on this stock, the rate being 10 
per cent on the common stock and 6 per 
cent on the preferred stock. The gross 
earnings of the Chicago & Eastern IIli- 
nois, for the year ending June 80, 1912, 
Were $12,281,344, and its net earnings 
were approximately $3,500,000. 

The earnings of the Frisco, exclusive 
of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois, were 
$40,159,277 gross, and $16,172,978 net, for 
the year ending June 30, 1912. The earn- 
ings, both gross and net, have doubled 
within the last 10 years, during which 
time Yoakum has been in control. Aft- 
er paying all interest charges, the Frisco 
system proper, and the system including 
the Chicago & Eastern Hlinois, has 
shown a sutstantial surplus.

If Attorneys Can Agree on Ali- 
mony, Judge Will Order 
Judgment for Her.

NEW YORK, May 30.—Mrs. Abigail 
Hancock Bishop, whose suit for divorce 
against James Cunningham Bishop, mil- 
lionaire society man and banker, has 
attracted crowds to Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Goff’s court in the last week, has 
won her case. Her attorneys and coun- 
sel for Bishop agreed this morning to 
drop the case and let judgment go to 
Mrs. Bishop. 

The conclusion was reached after a 
15-minute conference with Justice Goff, 
and judgment would nave been entered 
at once had the lawyers been able to 
agree as to the amount of alimony to 
be granted. 

Justice Goff left them to decide this 
point and announced that if they came 
to an agreement he would order judg- 
ment in favor of Mrs. Bishop. If they 
failed, he declared that the trial would 
have to go on. In any event, Mrs. 
Bishop’s victory is no longer in doubt. 

Settlement Overtures. 

The overtures for a settlement came 
from Henry W. Taft, brother of the 
ex-President and counsel for Bishop, 
and from George Gordon Battle, coun- 
sel for Mrs. J. Temple Gwathmey, 
named as corespondent, and wife cf a 
president of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change.

AROUSE IRE OF A CITIZEN 


H. C. Grenner in Letter to Post-Dispatch Says 
Such Condition Should Not B: Tolerated 
in Self-Respecting City.

Odors from the St. *Louis Dressed 
Beef and the Independent Packing Co 
plants at Vandeventer and Chouteai 
avenues again swept over west end 
residence districts Thursday night. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, Fri- 
day, H. C. Grenner, former United 
States Revenue Collector, whose home 
is at 3661 Washington boulevard, half a 
mile from the offending packing plants, 
said that members of his family were 
unable to sleep because of the odors. 

Grenner, in this letter, says: 

“The apparent failure of the Health 
Department to ‘locate the source’ of this 
nuisance, after 10 years of most stren- 
uous effort, would be funny if it was 
not more serious to those who suffer. 
It can hardly be conceived that any 
self-respecting large municipality in the 
whole United States would permit such 
a condition to exist. 


“To locate this nuisance it needs only 
an enterprising exercise of the olfactory 
sense. The writer has ‘located’ it to h:s 
entire satisfaction and has no hesitation 


but Chicago-owned concern, whose only 
interest in this city is to operate this 
plant for profit and who care nothing 
for our comfort or welfare. I under- 
stand this company is aspiring for ‘pv- 
litical influence’ in St. Louis, for switch. 
ing and other favors, and from their 
success thus far in evading the suppres- 
sion of this nuisance it is possible they 
may have accomplished something in 
that direction.’’ 


Civie League Will Act. 

The Civic League is still receiving 
from many residents of the West End. 
With these complaints as a basis the 
League will attempt to abate the nuis- 
ance either through criminal prosecu- 
tion or through injunction suits in the 
civil courts. 


Complaints are being received also by 
the Health Department, which has ap- 
ee 


in attributing it to this St. Louis-named 


pointed two special inspectors to “‘lo- 
cate’ the odors. 

One difficulty in making a case 
against either of the packing companies 
arises from the fact that the plants 
adjoin each other and that each com- 
pany is attempting to lay the blame on 
the other. 

Grenner in his letter to the Post-Dis- 
puich, suggests that property owners 
in the West End form an organization 
t> suppress this nuisance and contribute 
to a fund to prosecute the offenders. 

Polica Chief Young told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the police are pow- 
erless to act until the Health Depart. 
ment officially declares that the pack- 
‘ng houses are nuisances. 

Where there is a visible violation of 
the nuisance ordinances, he said, the po- 
lice are empowered to warn the offend- 
er and notify the Health Department, 
but he says the police cannot be ex- 
pected to “locate’’ an odor which thus 
far has eluded the Health Department 
experts.

Every Senator Ig Expected 
Voluntarily to Come For- 


ward and Tell All He 
Knows of Tariff and Other 


Lobbying. 


WASHINGTON, Mag %-—The most 
drastic investigation ever made by the 
United States Senate was ordered for- 
mally by that body last evening. Hvery 
phase of senatorial connection with lob- 
byists or other persons seeking to change 
the tariff rates as fixed by the House is 
to be embraced in the sweeping inquiry. 
The financial and professional connec- 
tion of Senators with any industry cov- 
ered by pending tariff duties wifl be a 
feature of the investigation. 

The resoluiion as adopted directs 
the committee to report the names 
and methods of lobbyists and the 
bills, or items in the tariff bill, 
which they are “seeking to change;” 
the names of Senators to whom rep- 
resentations by “such persons or 
any persons” were made, and under 
what circumstances, all persons to 
testify under cath; whether any Sen- 
ater is financially or professionally 
interested in the production, manu- 
facture or sale of any article men- 
tioned in tie tariff bill; the interest 
any Senator; has in any legisiation 
pending or fas had in arry legislation 
before the Sonate during his term of 
service. 

It is the first time the Senate has 
undertaken an investigation including 
its entire membership, No detail was 
omitted nm framing the resolution in its 
final form. Every Senator is now ex- 
pected to come forward voluntarily and 
clear his own skirts of any suggestion 
that he has been influenced, 

Just before the Senate adjourned 
Boise Penrose of Pennsylvania, who has 
been the head and front of the inter- 
ests seeking special privileges under 
tariff protection, announced that he 
hoped to be the first volunteer. 

President Wilson declares that he will 
assist the senatorial investigators in 
every possible manner, Not only will 
he furnish all names that have come to 
his attention, but he will appear gladly 
in person before the committee if re- 
quested to do so, 

President Highly Pleased. 

To the question if he favors the reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Cummins, 
the President said emphatically tdday 
that he does. He said it is time the 
Icbby, which is powerful and is using 
unfair means, is investigated and ex- 
posed. He said that apparently the 
members of the lobby have forgotten 
that there was an election last Novem- 
ber. 

Whether or not the President appears 
personally before the committee, he will 
furnish information regarding the oper- 
ations of the lobby, as well as give the 
{names of some of the lobbyists. The 
President refuses to give out at pres- 
ont the names he has of the men work- 
Ing to beat the sugar and wool sched- 
ules of the tariff bill. 

The resolution as finally perfected 

represents strict party adtion by the 
Democrats. It was framed largely by 
Senator Kern, the majority leader, after 
consultation with his associates, and of- 
fered as a substitute for that presented 
by Senator Cummins. They believed that 
the Cummins resolution was too manda- 
tory in regard to the President, and the 
phraseology was tamed down, leaving 
assistance optional. 
The financial connection of Senators 
with industries covered by the tariff was 
suggested by Senator Reed and their 
professional relations by Senator Tip- 
pitt. The Judiciary Committee was des- 
ignated as the examining authority at 
the request of Senator Williams. 


More Polite te Presiden 
The Republicans, led by eto Root, 


Cummins, Townsend, Bristow, La Fol- 
lette and others, vainly declared and 
protested that the Kern substitute for 
the Cummins resolution made the inves- 
tigation useless and ridiculous. They as- 
serted that the teeth of the inquiry were 
drawn and no possible benefits could be 
derived from an insipid and perfunctory 
attempt to locate alleged lobbyists. This 
Was denied by the Democrats, who in- 
sisted that the strength of the resolu- 
tion was retained, while the wording was 
improved and the reference to President 
Wilson made more polite. 
All Senators present announced them- 
selves in favor of an investigation. The 
Republicans contended fer the Cummins 
resolution with the Reed and Tippitt 
suggestions added. The Democrats sup- 
ported the Kern substitute, with the 
Reed and Tippitt features. It thus hap- 
pened that the Kern substitute was 
adopted by a strict party vote of those 
present, 88 to 2 
Under the resolution which was adopt- 
ed as introduced by Senator Cummins, 
with amendments by Senater Kern, the 
Judiciary Committee is directed to re- 
port its findings within 1 days, and 
hearings probably will begin at once. 
No provision was made for open hear- 
ings, but it is understood that the cem- 
mittee will settle this point at its first 
meeting.

LONDON, May 30.—Walter Hines 


Page, the newly appointed United States 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James, 
was received today by King George, to 
whom he presented his letters of cred- 
ence. Sir Edward Grey, the British For- 
eign Secretary, presented the new Am- 
bassador. 

Then Page went through the formality 
of presenting to the King and Queen 


the members of the embassy staff, most 


of whom had attended many courts and 
levees in company with the late White- 
law Reid. 

Ambassador Page and his secretaries 
wore ordinary evening dress, which 
American diplomats always assume at 
levees. With the naval) and military at- 
taches in uniform, they drove from the 
hotel where the Ambassador is staying 
to Buckingham Palace in royal carriages 
with the coachmen and footmen in the 
scarlet livery of the British court. 

The string of royal carriages passing 
through Mayfair to Buckingham Palace 
attracted much attention. Speaking of 
the audience afterward, Ambassador 
Page said: 

“It was one of the most pleasing ex- 
periences of my life. The King and 
Queen spoke frankly, cordially and 
kindly on a number of subjects. They 
asked after President Wilson and his 
family and also after my own family.”’ 

Harold Fowler, secretary to Ambassa- 
dor Page, made his first appearance as 
a diplomat at tcday’s audience. 

Page has received innumerable invi- 
tations both to public and private af- 
fairs, which, with the court functions 
during the season, will keep him busy. 

After the royal audience, Ambassador 
Page called on Paul Cambon, French 
Ambassador and dean of the diplomatic 
corps. Within the next few days he will 
pay his respects to the other Ambas- 
sadors.

INITIATIVE IN NEW 
CHARTER FOR CITY 


Former Freeholder Also Tells 
New Board He Objects to 
the Recall Proposition. 


Robert H. Whitelaw, a-member of the 
former Board of Freeholders in 1911, in 
a letter sent Friday to Jesse McDon- 
ald, chairman of the new Board of 
Freeholders, declares that, in his opin- 
ion, the initiative and recall should 
have no place in the proposed new city 
charter. 

“The voters of the city should take 
enough interest in the primaries and 
election to make sure that the officers 
elected for four years shall be men of 
sufficient honesty and ability to dis- 
charge faithfully the duties of their 
office and serve out their full terms,” 
the letter says. 

Whitelaw recommends that the new 
charter provide that the funds for main- 
taining the city eleemosynary institutions 
be raised by a special tax In a manner 
similar to that by which the Public 
Library and Art Museum are sustained, 
and that a Board of Commissioners to 
serve without compensation be appoint- 
ed by the Mayor. 

He declares that the members of the 
Board ghould not “trim their con- 
science” to please specfal interests or 
political parties, and should prepare a 
charter in the interest of all the peo- 
ple. He opposes the commission form 
of government, and advises the Board 
that no ‘“‘Bureau of Research of another 
city’’ can furnish a “theoretical ma- 
chine-made”’ charter for this city. 
Park Commissioner Dwight Davis told 
the board, in an address Thursday 
night, that the political boss still ts 
necessary in St. Louis, and will be 
necessary as long as the cumbersome 
government makes it possible for a few 
men to dictate nominations.

opinion, it has less political sense than

Davis advocateg.ans” Simnation of the 
House of DeleZates, a charter provicicn 
allowing» “Special assessments for parks 
Laie coceunn the short ballot ani 
lic ownership of utilities, 
James E, Allison, former chief engi- 
neer of the Public Service Commission, 
recommended in an address that a spe- 
cial franchise beard be appointed to 
pass upon all franchises. He declared 
that in his opinion the Municipal As- 
sembly is not competent to pass upon 
franchise details, and said that most 
of the franchises already enacted were 
given to speculators. He favors the 
indeterminate franchise, he said, which 
‘“‘water” and “blue sky”’ 
from the provisions. He recommended 
that the commission be composed of 
experts, who should receive fees of from 
$1000 to $2000 for each franchise con- 
sidered. 


Joy Opposes Merit System 
Charles F. Joy, Recorder of Deeds, told 


the board that city jobs should be given 
to the party which elects the Mayor. 
He declared that the jobs belong to the 
party and should be given to it. 

“The moment a merit system is adopt- 
ed, get ready for the coming of a civil 
service pension list,” he _ said. 

Joy said that members of the House 
of Delegates should receive a salary of 
$5000 a year, and that both branches of 
the Municipal Assembly should be re- 
tained. If the large-salary system later 
results in creating a ‘“‘kid-glove olig- 
archy,”” he stated, ‘‘it would be easy to 
reduce the salaries again and cut out 
the ‘autocracy.’ ”’

will be held Tuesday afternoon, when 
the views of other men interested in 
public work will be heard.

MARQUETTE, Mich., May %.—This 
being Memorial day, there was no

having made one admirable exercise of that 
power, St. Louisans failed to show the progress 
that was to be expected of them. It is a fact that 
other cities not yet emancipated from the state 
capital, which had to beat down the opposition 
of state bosses and force their desires on unsym- 
pathetic legislatures, have made charter improve- 
ments much more rapidly than St. Louis, which 
had charter improvement in its own hands. 
Much new mazhinery in municipal administra- 
tion has been thoroughly tested in these 40 years. 
Ideas which are no longer experimental are at 
the disposal of the Board of Freeholders, St. 
Louis must again be placed in the advance. The 
task of the Freeholders is not on'ty to build a 
sound charter framework, but to educate the 
voters for an intelligent use of the valuable right 
of approval bestowed on them a generation ago. 
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As the number of survivors of the Civil War 
diminishes, the nation’s apprec‘ation of the heroic 
services of the dead grows. 


EAST AND WEST ST.LOUIS. | 

St. Louis and East St. Louis can never be 
united in one municipal organization because 
they are in different states, but they can be 
brought closer together in trade and social rela- 
tions. They can unite in promoting interests and 
betterments that contribute to the welfare of 
both cities. 

There is no subject that so closely touches the 
common welfare of the two communities as: 
that of transportation,and free access from one 
city to the other. In distance from each other 
the two cities are near together. East St. Louis 
is as close to the business district of St. Louis 
as the greater part of St. Louis. All of East St. 
Louis is nearer than ‘a large part of St. Louis. 
But in modes of access and in cost of transporta- 
tion they are far apart. 

There is not one direct street car connection 
between St. Louls and East st. Louis. There is 
rot one free thoroughfare between the two cities. 
The monopoly policy of making the river the bar- 
rier against traffic in or out of St. Louis has re- 
sulted in an artificial division between the great 
population on each side of the river. A Chinese 
wall separates them. The municipal bridge, 
which was to break down the barrier, is sus- 
pended in the air by foolish squabbles over engi- 
neering problems and by demagogic politics. 

The situation is ridiculous from one standpoint 
and tragic from another. It should be corrected 
as quickly as possible. It can be corrected when- 
ever the business men of St. Louis and East ‘St. 
Louis, who have so much at stake in the free

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MR. PRIEST'S PREMATURE DEDUCTIONS. 

Attorney H. S. Priest of St. Louis loses no time 
in making known his private deductions from the 
Frisco receivership. They show that the inevita- 
ble effect of the regulation of railroads must be 
disaster. Capital is protected up to the point 
where it seeks railroad investment. All business 
ig halting because of legislative interference and 
control. Government policies that take cogni- 
zance of the profits railroad owners make are 
dishonest and immoral. So Mr. Priest says. 

He is hasty in drawing conclusions. When the 
real causes of the insolvency are ascertained, it 
may be shown that what the Frisco suffered from 
was not enough Government regulation instead 
of too much. It is possible that the inside history 
of Frisco finance will furnish one of the most 
powerful sermons ever preached on the absolute 
necessity of public supervision of railroad prop- 
erties for the protection of investors as well as 
the public. 

Mr. Priest may be premature in urging “eman- 
cipation from legislative influence.” One of the 
results of the Frisco clash may be legislation 
more direct and minute and drastic than anything 
so far known for the hobbling of the railroad 
exploiters,

stroyed,” which referred directly to the sugar 
interests. I do not deny that sugar is not the 
best crop for this section of the United States. 
I myself firmly believe that other crops can be 
raised more advantageously then cane, but the 
fact remains that sugar cane has been here for 
125 years, and that the vast majority of people 
here know nothing of any other crop. We have 
our factories with their Immense and expensive 
equipment, our implements that can be used only 
for cultivating sugar cane, and thousands of dol- 
lars invested in mules. The first and second w®#% 
would have to sell off as “junk,” and of the latter 
we would have to give over half away, as only 
about half would be needed to cultivate any other 
crop. 

Now as to your editorial mistakes: You say 
Louisiana cane has but 6 or 7 per cent sucrose 
(sugar). I myself have been in a factory for a 
few years past, and we always found at least 10 
per cent sucrose, and sometimes 12 and 18 per 
cent. This is no more than adjacent factories and 
plantations are doing. You say Louisiana cane 
is planted annually. Investigate and you'd find 
that we plant one-third of our acreage every year. 
This gives us first year, second and third year 
cane as “stubble” every year. Some plantations 
even keep stubble for four or more years, depend- 
ing on the fertility of the land. 

Loulsiana raw sugar seldom costs 2% cents 
per pound; in first-class factories, you say, .875 
cents. In fact, it never costs over $1 per ton to 
manufacture, and an average of 160 pounds of 
sugar is made from one ton. Then is added the 
cost of producing the cane, which !s $1.50 to $2 
in this locality, depending on season, etc. 

I do not desire to discuss the right to tax the 
people of the United States in order to preserve 
the Louisiana interests, but the fact remains that 
after it’s all over the United States will not 
“save” all they think they will. The trusts will 
control and set the price of sugar, and you con- 
sumers will get “stuck” for all you are worth.
